Cutoff on government 
borrowing could scare 
Wall Street big time

WASHINGTON The U.S. is careening toward 
what could be a calamitous default on its debt 
because of political dysfunction in Washing- 
ton. The U.S. Treasury has said it will hit the 
nation’s $16.7 trillion debt cap by Oct. 17. 

Here are some questions and answers 
about how and when default could happen. 



How could the U.S. default? 

Washington takes in about 70 cents in taxes 
for every dollar it spends, so it must borrow 
to pay its bills. This would be easy, as there are 
plenty of investors who want to lend America 
money The problem: Congress put a ceiling 
on government debt and lawmakers haven’t 
struck a deal to raise it. 

So will Washington go broke on Oct. 17? 

No, but it will be dangerously low on cash. 
The government has been scraping up 
against the debt ceiling since May and now 
looks set to hit it around mid-month. When 
it does, the Treasury thinks it will have about 
$30 billion in the bank. Because it won’t be 
able to add to the national debt, bills will 
have to be paid with incoming revenues 
and cash on hand.

How long will the money last? 

Not long at all. The Congressional Budget 
Office thinks the United States would start 
missing payments on at least some of its ob- 
ligations between Oct. 22 and the end of the 
month. No one knows the exact day because 
you can’t know what tomorrow’s tax revenues 
will look like. 

The U.S. defaults when the money runs out, 
right? 

It depends how you define default. Histori- 
cally default is when a country misses a pay- 
ment to a creditor. The Obama administra- 
tion says default would include any missed 
payment, such as payments for public health 
insurance. The first really big bill due after 
hitting the debt ceiling is a $12 billion Social 
Security payment on Oct. 23. 


When would financial markets melt down? 

Markets would be alarmed if it looked like 
bondholders would go unpaid for an ex- 
tended period, and they might even panic if 
any government checks were delayed. Many 
analysts think the administration would at 
least try to prioritize payments on the na- 
tional debt, but Treasury officials say pick- 
ing and choosing which bills to pay would be 
impossible. The first debt payments due af- 
ter hitting the debt ceiling are on Oct. 17, 24 
and 31. The first of those shouldn’t be a prob- 
lem, according the CBO analysis. But there 
might not be enough money for the pay- 
ments due on the 24th or the 31st. 


How would default affect the economy? 

It would sink like a stone. Once default be- 
gan, the government would have to slash its 
spending overnight by about a third. The fis- 
cal drag, if it lasted a full year, would be the 
equivalent of up to 4.2 percent of national 
economic output, according to calculations 
by Goldman Sachs. 

That doesn’t take into account the po- 
tential for a financial crisis. If investors lost 
their cool, stock markets could tumble, hit- 
ting pension funds and leading consumers 
to spend less of their money Credit markets 
could freeze up because investors around the 
world might reassess the value of U.S. debt, 
which serves as collateral for trillions of dol- 
lars in loans and other financial transactions. 

The Treasury has warned a default could 
trigger the worst recession since the 
Great Depression.

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would still be treated as adults under the 
new law. 

Illinois will join 38 other states and 
the federal government in setting 18 as 
the benchmark for adulthood when it 
comes to criminal charges. The law will 
ensure that the records of young people 
in Illinois are comparable to those of 
young people in other states and sim- 
plify the process for arresting law en- 
forcement agencies. 

The change passed by the Illinois 
General Assembly last spring and rec- 
ommended by the Illinois Juvenile 
Justice Commission comes after the 
2010 change in state law that allowed 
17-year-olds charged with misdemean- 
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wirti felonies.

In the juvenile court system, judges, 
lawyers and probation officers are trained 
and educated on adolescent development 
and are better suited to deal with minors’ 
needs and the programs and services to 
help them. 

“It’s not just rehabilitation. The Juvenile 
Court Act embraces and accepts the prin- 
ciple of balanced and restorative justice,” said 
Judge Michael Toomin, presiding judge of the

fender accountable, allowing him or her to 
repay their debt to the victim and society and 
developing the minor into a productive mem- 
ber of society, he said, whereas criminal court 
removes people from society in the interest of 
pubHc safety 

In pushing to raise the age, juvenile jus- 
tice advocates point to research that shows 
ly-year-olds’ brains are still developing, mak- 
ing them capable of impulsive decisions but 
also change. 

State Rep. John Cabello (R-Machesney 
Park), a police officer for nearly 20 years, said 
he knew right from wrong at an age younger 
than 17 and questioned why an exception 
should be made for this instance when the 
state allows them to be treated like adults on

Another opponent, state Rep. Dennis Re- 
boletti (R-Elmhurst) said, ‘At the age of 17, 
people are able to understand what they are 
doing. Most folks at 17 are either seniors in 
high school or many might be going off to 
college.” 

The former Will County prosecutor is 
concerned that gangs will rely on 17-year-olds 
to commit crimes such as burglary and drug 
dealing because they will be charged as ju- 
veniles. The change, he said, could strain an 
already taxed juvenile system. Juvenile proba- 
tion is more intensive than adult probation 
and a greater caseload could mean less indi- 
vidual time with juveniles, he said. 

House Majority Leader Barbara Flynn 
Currie (D- Chicago), who sponsored the bill. 
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now follows them. 

“There are people out there— me and 
him— that have done something stupid, that 
really are good people,” said the one brother 
convicted for burglary as an adult. “I don’t 
want to be put in that same category of every- 
one else. I don’t want to be labeled as a felon.” 

To him and his brother, it seems like there 
is no second chance. No second chance to get 
an opportunity to prove themselves. And that 
makes it harder to find jobs so they can pay 
the restitution ordered by the judge. 

“It’s such a burden to have at 17. Did I de- 
serve it? Yes. Do I deserve it for the rest of my 
life? No,” the other brother said. “I’ll never 
commit a crime again. I have not stolen since 
then and don’t ever plan on it.”

The owners of Women and Children First 
are looking to sell the independent feminist 
bookstore that they started in Chicago more 
than 33 years ago and that has been a fixture in 
Andersonville since 1990. 

“It was a combination of retirement, think- 
ing about retirement and also recognizing 
that we just didn’t have the same level of ener- 
gy we used to have,” said co-owner Ann Chris- 
tophersen, 64, on why she and partner Linda 
Bubon, 62, are looking for a new owner. “We 
want the store to go on and on. We thought it 
was probably in the store’s best interest to get 
someone at the helm who is as energetic as we 
were 30 years ago.” 

Christophersen and Bubon are looking for 
an owner who will continue their original mis- 


sion to promote the work of women writers. 
Women and Children First is one of the larg- 
est feminist bookstores in the country, with 
more than 30,000 books by and about wom- 
en, children’s books and lesbian and gay fic- 
tion and non-fiction, according to its website. 

While the store struggled during the eco- 
nomic downturn in 2007, it is now healthy 
and profitable, Christophersen said, thanks to 
an improving economy the closing of national 
chains like Borders and a transition to more 
e-book sales. 

“This is our baby” Christophersen said. 
“We started it when it was just a glimmer in 
our eyes, and it’s almost 34 years later. That’s 
why we’re really interested in turning it over 
to somebody who we think will still take 
equally good care.”

BEI RUT Syria won foreign praise on Monday for 
starting to destroy its chemical arsenal, although 
an opposition activist said the world was merely 
giving President Bashar Assad time to kill more 
people with conventional weapons. 

An official from the international mission 
overseeing the stockpile’s elimination said Da- 
mascus had made an excellent start Sunday, and 
the United States acknowledged Syria’s rapid 
compliance with a U.N. resolution on destroy- 
ing chemical weapons as extremely significant. 

Chemicals experts were overseeing a sec- 
ond day of work Monday, which the official 
described as similar to Sunday’s, when Syrian 
forces used cutting torches and angle grinders 
to render missile warheads, bombs and mix- 
ing equipment unusable.

said as training camp opened, the ones who 
criticized Rose for not playing last year “don’t 
know what the hell they’re talking about.”

“At the time, I was probably mad 
that someone questioned me,” Rose said.

“My goal is to win a championship,” Rose said. 
“If I were to get any awards from us winning, 
don’t get me wrong. I’ll take it. But at the same 
time, I know the big picture. ...

I’ve written this 
analysis twice already 
The first time was 
a complete hatchet 
job, complete with 
eye-rolls and WTFs, 
admittedly without 
fully processing the 
album and after only 
two fuU listens.

even sings “Stand By Me” for chrissakes) to 
Cyrus flipping her voice to croon, belt and ... 
well, rap, I guess, “Bangerz” is a pop album. 
You won’t gain clarity about your own exis- 
tence after a few listens. It’s not good, it’s not 
bad, it’s just there. 

As a personal examination: 

There are powerful-yet-empty declara- 
tions of long-lasting love (the first track 
‘Adore You” might as well be a recording of 
that time you got drunk and embarrassed 
your significant other at his/her birthday 
party by loudly proclaiming you’re going 
to be together forever). There’s a cautious 
toe-dip into her own sexuality and, you know, 
admitting that you kinda just want to bone 
sometimes (the poorly named “#GETI- 
TRIGHT”).
